7. In view of the amendment to the claims 63 and 72, the rejection of claims 63, 66 and 72, 
Billson, F. M. etal. (1994) FEMS Microbiology 124:69-73 is withdrawn. 

8. Moraxella bovis, a Gram-negative coccobacillus causes Infectious bovine 
keratoconjunctivitis (IBK), an economically an important disease of cattle commonly known as 
pinkeye, IBK is a highly contagious ocular infection, which may range from mild conjunctivitis to 
severe ulceration, corneal perforation and blindness. The claimed invention is drawn to a novel 
Moraxella bovis isolated polypeptide (recombinant) comprising the amino acid sequence. 
SEQ.ID.NO: 5, referred as haemolysin polypeptide and appears to be useful as a candidate 
vaccine antigen.
